Expeife use napalm 
to ignite ship’s fuel 


coos BAY, Ore. (AP) — In a 
thunderous flash of orange 
flam^ demolition experts using 
plastic explosives and napalm set 
fire to a mired cargo ship 
Thursday niglit to save Oregon’s 
beaches from a disastrous spill of 
fueloil. 

The flames from the New 
Carissa soared hundred.^ of feet 
, into the night sky, followed by an 
acricl black plume of smoke that 
poured from open cargo holds 
and drifted up the coast. As the 
fire gained in intensity, it erupt- 
ed in n .scries of smaller explo- 
sions nnd the steel hull glowed 
briglitred.. ' - 

The initial blasts were 
designed to rupture the fuel 
tanks, .spilling the cargo holds 
witli die molasscs-likc bunker oil. 
Crews made sure the flames 
didn't go out with more ignitioas 
of the C-4 plastic explosives and 
hundreds of gallons of the 
extremely flammable nap.ilm 
gel.

Biologists 
unseal seals’ 
secret lives 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
.seal took a deep breatli and dived 
330 feet below tlie thick Antarctic 
ice sheet, stalking dinner in the 
freezing depths for 20 minutes 
before it emerged again for air. 

' Now a marine bioiogist has 
devised a-\vay to virruallygo along' 
for the dive. By strapping a tiny 
video camera and data recorder to 
the 1',000-pound animats, biologist 
Randall Davis got the first “seal’s- 
eyfc view" of a long-standing mys- 
tery; how marine mammals hunt. 

Among liis findings: Scots have 
sharper eyesight than anyone 
believed, letting them hunt by 
siglil instead of using .sound, as 
previously diou^it. If a fisli tries 
to hide in a tiny crevice in die ice, 
a seal literally blows it out into tiic 
water to give dia.se. And the seats 
ran navigate back to a small air 
hole in the ice even after traveling 
more tlian a mile underwater. 

“Terrestrial biologists liavc the 
ndvaningc of being ablc.lo go-oul. .

Not only did 
he misinterpret Cast's suit-pref- 
crcncc signal, but he also (ailed to 
reason logically. 

Note the enterprise of South’s 
bid at duplicate. He had Utc wrong 
distribution to justify a'tnkcout 
double and too much playing 
strength fora timid diamond oyer- 
coil. ‘Therefore, he chose a reason-/ 
able corhpr^Tse and jumped to^ 

' the shoio’ no trump game; ■ 

West led his heart five to Cast's 
ace, and East returned his heart 
eight (original fourth-best). South 
played low, correctly assuming that 
West hod led from king-third of 
hearts. West won his 10 and cashed 
his long, but now had to find Utc en- 
try to East's hand. What should 
West lead after Cast had ployed the 
hcortsix under West’s king? 

Foolishly, West shifted to a dia- 
mond. Quickly, South tabled his 
cords and cialmcd two spades and 
seven diamonds, giving him Jiis 
vulnerable game. 

When East played his lowest 
heart under West's king, it was a 
clear suit-preference signal ask- 
ing for the return of the lowest 
suit — clubs. This was the signal 
— that-WcstTnisrcad."’*lftookcdTlkC'* 
a middle-sized heart to me," he al- 
ibied. However, even with no sig- 
nal, West should have led a club 
instead ofa diamond. Why? 

With no sure heart stopper. 
South had obviously leaped to 
game because he had a long run- 
ning suit. Which suit was it? 
■West’s long spades eliminated 
' ’ that suit, and dummy's long clubs 
did the same. Logically, South's 
long suit was diamonds, and 
East’s failure to drop his heart 
jack under West’s king denied i 
possession of the spade ace.
